Some few of u« may know 


something about the process of measure­ 


ments and calculations but we would not 


think of attempting it with our limited know­ 


ledge. 


A few scientists have made the necessary 


observations and have formulated their re­ 


sults. 
When several of these agreed in their 


findings their figures were accepted, and 


men generally believe that the distance be­ 


tween earth and sun is as stated, although we 


have only the word of these scientist* for 


it. 
But that is the scientific method 


A number of competent persons make 


their investigations and then compare meth­ 


ods and results, 
lf they agree, we accept 


their pronouncements as established facts. 


Only a few years ago a company of scien­ 


tists from Caltech came to Santa Ana and 


set up their apparatus to determine the 


speed which light travel*. 


250 years ago a young Danish astronomer 


had determined by his observations that 


light traveled about 183,000 miles a second. 


Other observers since his time 
had made 


studies which tended to confirm his figures. 


The experts from Caltech wanted to check 


up on the matter. 
Some of us visited the 


scene south of Santa Ana while the experi­ 


ments were in progress, but we did not 


know much about what wa* going on, nor 


were we in a position to |udge the accuracy 


of the studies made. 
We took their word 


for it when thev announced that Ole Rep­ 


in e s fibres h*rrr rust far <f*om <i<yrect.(% 


At any rate, we know that light travels with 


great speed. 


But for nineteen centuries millions of 


people of every race and nation, and of 


every grade of intelligence and ability have 


reported similar if not identical experiences 


with God. Certainly, not all could have been 


deluded. 
They have 
agreed 
that 
when 


certain conditions were met, certain results 


followed. 
Through repentance, confession 


and turning from sin thev found an exper­ 


ience of forgiveness, plus peace, pius a new 


life motivation. 
Through following condi­ 


tions of obedience, consecration and fellow­ 


ship thev found a new conception of God 


and a new relation to Him. 


lf only a few people or even a few thous­ 


and people had made the experiment and ob­ 


tained the results we might question it, but 


when uncounted millions have met the con­ 


ditions and agreed upon the results, we are 


entitled to claim that the fact has been 


scientifically 
established 
beyond 
reason­ 


able doubt. 
No man has ever met the con­ 


ditions without experiencing the result. Any 


man who honestly doubts or questions the 


existence of God ought to be willing to try 


the experiment. 


The strongest proof of God is the ex­ 


perience of humanity. 
Against this there 


is no valid argument. 
The person who, 


under the guise of science, tries to question 


the reality of Cod and of Christian exper­ 


ience exposes himself to the charge of being 


entirely unscientific.

IS H I S T O R Y R E P E A T I N G ? 
President Roosevelt, the other day, scoffed at those 
people who arc alarmed as to the results of centrali­ 
zation of power, contending tha t majority rule was 
the thing that would make everyb ody more pros­ 
perous and would work to the greatest pood of th" 
greatest numb er. 
He contended that there was no 
inclination to seize control and estab lish despotism. 
In this connection, w hat was written b y Polyb ius 
an eminent Greek historiar, who wrote 40 b ooks, 
and was the first historian to trace the cauise of 
events, 
describ ing the 
over-throw 
of the Roman 
Renub lic and how* it w as converted into a pure de­ 
mocracy and resulted in the despotism of the m a­ 
jority over the minority and greatly reduced the 
standard of living of the people at that time, is 
of great interest. 
He w-rote: 


W h o m Doe* Thi* Description Fi t? 
"So when they b egin to lust for power and cannot 
attain it through themselves 
or their own good 
qualities, they ruin their estates, tem pting and cor­ 
rupting the people in every possib le way. 
And hence 
when b y their foolish thirst for reputation they have 
created among the masses an appetite for gifts and 
the hab it of receiving them, democracy in its turn 
is ab olished and changes into a rule of force and 
violence. 
For the people, having grown accustomed 
to feed at the cxpenee of others, and to depend for 
their livelihood on the property of others, as soon 
as they find a leader who is enterprising b ut is ex­ 
cluded from the honors of office b y his penury, 
institute the rule of violence; and now united their 
forces massacre, b anish and plunder, until <hcy de­ 
generate again into perfect savages, and find once 
more a m aster and monarch. 
"And for this change (for the worse) the populace 
will b e responsib le when on the one hand they think 
they have a grievance against certain people who 
have show n themselves» grasping and when, on the 
other hand, they are puffed up b y flattery of others 
w-ho aspire to office. 
For now, stirred to fury and 
swayed b y passion in all their counsels, they will 
no longer consent to ob ey or even to he the equals 
of the ruling cast, b ut will demand the lion's share 
for themselves. 
W hen this happens, the state will 
change its name to the finest sounding of all, free­ 
dom and democracy, b ut will change its nature to 
the w orst thing of all, m ob -rule.’’ 
H as Roosevelt personally ever showed any ab ility! 
to furnish employment, to create wealth and 
b y so | 
doing raise the real standard of living? 
Is it his I 
penury in ideas» and his inab ility to b e recognized ; 
b y people who do things tha t has caused him to b e- | 
come a leader ju st as describ ed b y Polyb ius 2000 j 
years ago?

A much more severe condition 
than urticaria hut of 
a 
similar 
character is 
called 
angioneurotic 
edema. 
In this condition certain 
portions of 
the 
b ody 
suddenly 
swell, 
particularly 
the 
eyes 
and 
the lips. 
These swellings 
come on spon­ 
taneously. 
Frequently an itching, 
prickling or b urning sensation will 
precede 
the 
appearance of the 
eruption. 
The 
chin, 
hands, 
feet 
and tongue also may swell. 
Sometimes the troub le lasts for 
several 
days 
b ut 
usally 
disap­ 
pears in from 24 to 36 hours. 
In 
certain forms there may b e d a n ­ 
ger of death if the swelling a t ­ 
tacks the linings of the throat or 
the 
valve 
w'hieh shuts off 
the 
windpipe.

cases of angioneurotic edema to 
determine the exact sub stance to 
which the person is sensitive and 
to eliminate it from his environ­ 
m ent and his diet. 
Many cases 
have b een reported as due to c er­ 
tain focds. 
The skin is a m irror of the b ody 
in m any ways. 
Therefore certain 
m anifestations related to the skin 
have b een from time to time a s ­ 


sociated with sensitivities to v ari­ 
ous foods, drugs and protein su b ­ 
stances. 
In b ab ies particularly, there are 
certain forms of eczema which are 
definitely supposed to b e a sign 
of sensitivity of the b ab y to som e­ 
thing in its food. 
Rashes 
often 
appear during the first two weeks 
of life. 
They b egin with a red­ 
ness 
which 
sub sequently change* 
to red spots and b listers. 
Scales 
and crusts form after the b listers 
b reak. 
The itching is such that 
there 
is a tendency to rub and 
scratch which aggravates the con­ 
dition and spreads it. 
The pouring out of fluids from

disturb ance which gives the skin 
a m o s t unsightly appearance.

of lab or and wages just passed b y the Senate and 
the proposed farm law to regulate farm production. 
Of course, people do not realize the importance and 
the effects of these laws.

central control of government at the same time. 
The things for which we are willing to die, we 
m ust constantly preserve and protect, if we are to 
have a society, as Dorothy Thompson says, that is 
b ecoming to the dignity of tiie human race.
